In 1826 Deacon John Ashley of West Springfield gave a por¬ 
tion of his estate for promoting the education of youth within the 
town, of which Agawam was then a part. The fund was intended, 
not to relieve the town of its rightful obligations but to provide 
additional learning. 

Terms of the will: No district shall be entitled to, or receive 
any of the annual dividend unless their instructors possess the 
qualifications and produce evidence of good moral character as 
required by the laws of the state, and unless they shall daily make- 
use of the Holy Scriptures as a school book, and shall daily ad¬ 
dress the throne of grace in prayer with the scholars. If ever the 
town shall be divided, those parts which withdraw shall no longer 
be entitled to take any of the fund? 

The Statute of June 2, 1789, Section 4, says in effect that the 
duty of teachers is to teach that virtues will preserve and perfect 
a republican constitution and secure the blessings of liberty and 
promote future happiness, and that their corresponding vices will 
lead to slavery and min. The virtues were “piety, justice, and a 
sacred regard for truth, love to their country, humanity, sobriety, 
industry and .frugality, chastity, moderation and temperance, and 
those other virtues which are an ornament of human society and 
the basis upon which the republican constitution is constructed.” 
(In that year when George Washington was elected president, the 
future success of the new government was much in the minds of the 
people). 

Section 5 of this state law ruled that “no person shall be em¬ 
ployed as a school master unless he shall have received an educa¬ 
tion at some college or university, or unless he shall be certified by 
a learned minister, well skilled in Greek and Latin, settled in the 
town where the school is to be taught or two other ministers in 
the vicinty.” 

Section 9 states that teachers of the younger children must be 
certified by minister or selectmen and must be qualified to teach 
reading (and writing if contracted for) and to teach piety and 
virtue and decent behaviour. 

The funds received for compliance with these rules provided 
substanial help. District 8, first financial record, received $63.84 
from the town and $42.26 from Ashley fund. (Yearly budget). In 
1837, from the State $8.16, from Ashley fund $52.20, drawn on 
the tow for 71 scholars $86.26. 

At each annual meeting was included the vote;— “to abide 
by the rules of the Ashley fund.” The districts received this help 
from 1827 to 1865 when Agawam became a separate town.

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Necessary College 

Qualifications 

By David Skolnick, Guidance Direc¬

SELECTING A COLLEGE 
There are more than 2200 col¬ 
leges in the United States, so the 
decision as to "which one” can be 
confusing. As the decision is a 
major one and will help shape the 
future of your boy or girl, it should 
be made only afer you have invest¬ 
igated the types of colleges and 
given careful consideration to which 
college would be most appropriate 
for your boy or girl. Your help and 
guidance and the help and guid¬ 
ance of others (the guidance coun¬ 
selor, teachers, friends) is neces¬ 
sary, but remember, the final choice 
should rest with the boy or girl, for 
it is their individual needs which 
must be satisfied. Their needs will 
also dictate what type of college 
should be attended: private college, 
church-related college, technical 
college, state university, communi- 


j ty college, or junior college. 

In choosing a specific college, 
j you should ask these questions: 

1. Is it accredited by one of the 
professional accrediting agencies ? 

2. Does it have a reputable fac¬ 
ulty ? 

S. Does it enjoy qualified lead¬ 
ership and sound administrative 
policies ? 

4. Does it have a liberal schol¬ 
arship policy ? 

5. Is it recognized by the honor 
societies ? 

6. Does it have adequate libra¬ 
ries and laboratories? 

7. Does it have strong courses 
in the student’s main interest? 

8. Does it have adequate hous¬ 
ing facilities? 

9. Does it promote well-bal¬ 
anced programs of co-curricular ac¬ 
tivities ? 

10. Does it have a well-organized 
student personnel program? 

11. Is there a reliable placement 
bureau available? 

How do you go about finding the 
answers to these questions? There 
are three good methods which, used 
together, should give you a clear 
picture of the specific college your 
son or daughter is interested in. 

The first way you can find out 
about individual colleges is to write 
to them for their catalogs. These 
may also be obtained from the 
high school guidance office or from 
some public libraries. 

A second method is to visit the 
campuses of the colleges you and 
your boy or girl are considering. 


with stringent admission require- suing? Can the family budget cov- 
ments or do they imply a college er expenses at a high-cost institu- 
that admits students at a lower tion or must your boy or girl limit 
academic level? What career is his or her selection to a much less 
your boy or girl interested in pur- expensive school ? 


This should always be done, for it 
can eliminate much of the guess¬ 
work and, in some instances, pre¬ 
vent a future disappointment that 
can lead to failure. If you plan, to 
visit, make an appointment with 
the admissions office and have the 
questions you want answered well 
in mind so that your time will be 
well spent. Remember also that the 
appointment is basically an inter¬ 
view of and for the pi-ospective 
student, so he should do most of 
the asking and answering. In addi¬ 
tion to the interview a tour of the 
campus will probably be arranged. 
Visitations should be made during 
the first five days of the week, 
as admissions offices are seldom 
open on Saturday or Sunday. 

The third valuable source of in¬ 
formation is the high school coun¬ 
selor. He is not only acquainted 
with the admissions procedures of 
many colleges, but he is aware of 
the expei’iences of many former 
high school graduates at some of 
the specific colleges your son or 
daughter has in mind. 

In connection with the steps to 
be taken as outlined above, you 
should take a look at the young 
person’s abilities, interests, and 
financial resources. These are basic 
to any college selection. In looking 
at your youngster seek answers to 
such questions as: What does his 
high school record indicate? What 
colleges are within the young per¬ 
son’s reach scholastically? Do rank 
in class and intellectual potential 
indicate qualificatoins for colleges
